‘ You will remember what the late King of Glorious 
Memory, fignified in 1731, to his Minifters abroad, 
concerning the Reafons and Circumftances that pre- 
ceded, accompanied, and followed the Difgrace of 
the Count de Hoym. 

‘ This Count having been a fecond Time arrefted for 
other Crimes, after the Death of the late King, was 
committed in 1733 to Sonnenftein, from whence the 
prefent King was ſo merciful as to releafe him fome 
Weeks after, contenting himfelf to bind him again 
by Oaths, ftronger than the former, whereby the 
Count obliged himfelf to continue quiet at his Eftate, 
without concerning himfelf with any more than his 
own Domeftick Affairs. 

¢ But towards the Clofe of the Year 1734, and at 
‘ the Time when the King was in Poland, the Count, 
‘ notwithftanding hisngagements, took the Opportunity
